The city council, by official action, 


las accepted an offer made by the 
Michigan Wood Pipe company for 
lufRcient six inch wood pipe to com 
plete the line from the well site west 
of the city to the elevated tank and 
he matter Is again squarely up to the 
board of bond trustees to approve or 
disapprove the action of the council 


The city it is said, will have enough 


money when the recent issue of bonds 
s sold, to purchase the wood pipe, 
but not sufficient money to purchase 
cast Ircijg pipe 
If the board of bond 


rustees approves the action of the 
council the city will have good water 
and plenty of it, it the bond trustees 
refuse to approve the action of the 
council the city is as far from having 
good water in the municipal water 
works system as it has ever been not 
withstanding the recent big majority 
rote to issue $10,000 additional bonds 
o complete the system by purchasing 
he necessary pipe 


It is stated that the recent rise in 


he price of cast iron pipe has made 
t impossible for the city to purchase 
he necessary amount to complete the 
waterworks system, and it the board 
of bond trustees again blocks the pur- 
chase of wood pipe there is no telling 
when the municipal waterworks sys- 
em will be completed and made a 
ource of revenue to the city At the 
present time it is a heavy burden on 
he taxpayers and it will continue to 
be so until a supply of good water is 
llstributed through the mains 


Had the bond trustees approved the 


action of the council In purchasing 
wood pipe last summer, on a positive 
guarantee that the pipe would be laid 
and the system completed by Thanks 
giving day, many dollars would have 
leen saved to the taxpayers in the 
evenue that could have been derived 
rom the sale of water to consumers, 
ind the second bond issue recently 
roted would have been unnecessary

By grinding the corn into meal and 


grits the production can be preserved 
nd held for future needs, and the es 
tabllshment of a mill here would give 
he farmers a chance to take care of 
ny over production from their lands 
The offer of the State bank, through 
ts president, John T Hammond, Is 
hat the mill wil^ be placed in charge 
f a man competent to handle it prop- 
rly, and that the corn will be ground 
at actual cost for the producers, and 
hat all over production will be taken 
off the hands ot the producers at the 
market price

It 
might have been prevented by follow- 
ing the well known and time-tested 
precautions, the details of which have 
been preached by the state board of 
health for years. Typhoid might have 
been prevented by the use of vaccine 
which has made the United States 
army and navy typhoidless.

War and sickness come, often with-, 


out warning, and find us unprepared ] 
However it may be with war, it is a 
fact 
that sickness, especially con- 


tagious diseases, may be anticipated 
and their ravages warded off, and this 
leaves no excuse for not being pre- 
pared. This neglect is a sin, almost 
a crime unpunishable by the laws ot 
the state, yet bringing heavj penal- 
ties in suffering and death. 


Typhoid and dysenter> arc germ 


transmitted diseases,. The bacillus of 


Iness and care and watchfulness. 
Through the slightest neglect, danger 
may come, even as the fly may enter 
through an opening too small to be 
discovered excepting by the closest 
scrutiny. 


Good health is the basis of pros- 


perity and good morals. In war sick- 
ness is the strongest ally of our 
enemies.

peace it wastes our 


•energies and our substance, it im- 
poverishes us.

Is there anything in 
our domestic life more disgusting or 
nauseating? But it's a fact of daily 
and hourly occurrence. 


Sickness may come, but the spread 


of such diseases as these can be pre- 
vented, and in view of the serious- 
ness of the conditions and results, it 
is a deadly offense against society not 


' to prevent it. 


Naturally the proper disposal of the 


Infected excreta is a'point of prime 
importance in limiting the spread of 
the disease. 
It is noticeable that 


these particular diseases are more 
difficult of control In those sections 
where there are no, or few, water 
flushed closets in the homes and no 
connection with a properly construct- 
ed sewer system; in other words, in 
those sactions where the neglected 
surface earth closet is in general 
use.

From one end of the United States 


to the other, the signs of municlpa 
unrest are now more numerous and 
more pronounced than ever before 
notwithstanding that great strides in 
municipal reform have been made in 
recent years. It would be a mistake 
to assume that the unrest is confined 
to communities that hare failed 
to 


adopt one or more of the remedial 
systems of civic administration which 
the times have brought forth. It wil: 
be found In communities that have 
traveled farthest along the road of 
experimentation and innovation, for 
the very good reason that, while rec 
ognizlng and cheerfully acknowledg 
ing the progress made, such commun- 
itites have keener vision than those 
that have made no move at all for ad- 
vancement. 


As a great storm gave rise lo the 


commission plan of government in 
the United States, so a great flood 
occasioned the adaptation of Ihe city 
manager system. Gaiveston, Tex., was 
the first municipality to experiment 
with the one; Dayton, O., the first 
to take up with the other and each, 
by keeping close to its system, and 
making this operation as simple as 
possible, has carried the innovation 
on to practical success. 
The first 


commission 
governed city In Ihe 


United States, properly so-called, was 
of course, Washington, D. C. It be- 
came so under an acl of Congress 
made effective June 14, 1878, but the 
capital of the nation may not be con- 
sidered as a self-governing munici- 
pality and Is not, therefore, given 
the precedence of Galveston, or in- 
deed included in the list of commis- 
sion-governed cities at all. Yet, In 
a way, it serves as probably the best 
model of a modern municipality which 
the country has to offer, in that It Is 
free from the incubus of local poli- 
tics. Cities in general, however, may 
not look to a national legislature for 
government; they must 
meet and 


solve for themselves many problems 
with which Washington has no direct 
concern; Ihe qualily of their respect- 
ive local governments, as well as the 
needs, arc often dependent on a cit 


combined, Is meeting all expectations 
there can be no question as to the 
improvement over the system 
mayor and aldermen. Taking the ne 
methods of municipal government a 
their best, however, It Is not dlfficu 
to see that, In their desire for utll 
tarlan administration, the cities adop 
ing them have often gone to extreme 
They have, in other words, considered 
the material aspects of communia 
government only; they have ove: 
looked the sentimental, 
they hav 


neglected a mosl important facto 
in town and city little known a 
civic pride. Several of them are no' 
endeavoring to correct this defect 
They realize that there

mere material expression; that, afte 
all, 
municipal administration is no 


to be measured altogether by the 
rules laid down for the conduct of bus 
ness: that there is sentiment in gov 
jrnmcnt. and that the official known 
as a mayor, if he performs his duties 
as the First Citizen of a community 
should, is something more than the 
manager of a public financial ant 
commercial corporation; that, in fact 
le is a social, fully as much as 
lolitical or business figure. 
The history of most of the larger 
ommunities. and of 
many of the 


mailer ones in the United States, in 
recent years, shows clearly that there 
must sooner or later be a wholesale 
and complete abandonment of the ex- 
isting 
cumbersome 
forms of local 


government. 
Chicago, at this mo- 


ment, is offering a striking illustra- 
tion of how a great modern commun- 
ity ought not to be governed, and this 
is only a conspicuous instance of a 
common condition. There is through 
out the country, a fresh agitation for 
a radical departure from methods that 
promote 
inefficiency, extravagance, 


dishonesty, in local administration. 
The way Is open, through the entire 
rellnqulshment of the business ad- 
ministration of communities to organ 
ized 
municipal civil 
service, and 


through the elevation of the social 
side of communal government to the 
point where only the best material 
available will be chosen to typify and 
represent civic culture.

he necessary pipe. 


It is stated that the recent rise in 


he price of cast iron pipe has made

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MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT-OLD AND NEW 


Those In New Smyrna who favor 


a change from the old councllmanic 
form of city government to the more 
advanced form of municipal govern- 
ment—and there are a large number 
who favor such a change—will be in- 
terested in the following from the 
Christian Scence Hiltor: 


From one end of the United States 


to the other, the signs of municipal 
unrest are now more numerous and 
more pronounced than ever before, 
notwithstanding that great strides in 
municipal reform have been made in 
recent years. H would be a mistake 
to assume that the unrest is confined 
to communities that have failed 
to 


adopt one or more of the remedial 
systems of civic administration which 
the times have brought forth. It will 
be found in communities that have 
traveled farthest along the road of 
experimentation and innovation, for 
the very good reason that, while rec- 
ognizing and cheerfully acknowledg- 
ing the progress made, such commun- 
ities have keener vision than those 
that have made no move at all for ad- 
vancement. 


As a great storm gave rise to the 


commission plan of government in 
the United States, so a great Hood 
occasioned the adaptation of the city 
manager system. Gaiveston, Tex, was 
the first municipality to experiment 
with the one; Dayton, O., the first 


the commission and manager form 
combined, is meeting all expectations, 
there can be no question as to their 
improvement 
over the system of 


mayor and aldermen. Taking the new 
methods of municipal government at 
their best, however, It is not difficult 
to see that, In their desire for utili- 
tarian administration, the cities adopt 
ing them have often gone to extremes. 
They have, in other words, considered 
the material aspects of communial 
government only; they have 
over- 


looked the sentimental, 
they have 


neglected a most important factor 
in town and city little known as 
civic pride. Several of them are now 
endeavoring to correct this defect. 
They realize that there 
must 
be 


something more in a rommuity than 
mere material expression; that, after 
all, 
municipal administration is not 


to be measured altogether by the 
rules laid down for the conduct of bus- 
iness, that there is sentiment in gov- 
ernment, and that the official known 
as a mayor, if he performs his duties 
as the First Citizen of a community 
ihould, is something more than the 
manager of a public financial and 
commercial corporation; that, in fact, 
he is a social, fully as much as a 
political or business figure.

communities, 
and of 
many of the 


smaller ones in the United States, in

by keeping close to its system, and 
making this operation as simple as 


" possible, has carried the innovation 


on to practical success. 
The first

United States, properly so-called, was 
of course, Washington, D. C. It be- 
came so under an act of Congress 
made effective June 14, 1878, but the 
capital of the nation may not be con- 
sidered as a self-governing munici- 
pality and is not, therefore, given 
the precedence of Gaiveston, or in- 
deed included in the list of commis- 
sion-governed cities at all. Yet, in 
a way, it serves as probably the best 
model of a modern municipality which 
the country has to offer, in that It is 
free from the incubus of local poli- 
tics. Cities in general, however, may 
not look to a national legislature tor 
government; they must 
meet and 


solve for themselves many problems 
with which Washington has no direct 
concern; the quality of their respect- 
ive local governments, as well aa the 
needs, aro often dependent on a
